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1, Upon Luang Thanreng Nawasawat‘s racent return to Thailand, a hasty confer- 
ence of the “inner Gown council", composed of Phibul, Luan Kach Songgrar, 
Khemchat Bunayarataphan, and Phin Chunhayan, was convened to consider the 
apaointaent of the former Prine Minister to a Cabinet post. 
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» Phin nade the suggestion that Thasarong be named to the Cabinet after beins 
convinced by Liang Chayakan thet appointaent of Thamrong would be of assis- 
tance in satisfying the United States that the Thai Governuent was actually 
& representative coniition anc tierefore elizible to make military purchases. 
Liany also made the solnt that Thanrong woulc assist in pacifying the Demo- 
crates in Parliawent. 


3. Phabul supported the proposed appointment. Khemchat ana Kach protested on 
the grounds that the 19/7 Coup was effectec for the scle »vurpese of ousting 
Thamrong anc, therefore, Thanronz*s appointment to 4 cabinet post vould 
endanger the 1947 Coup cliuue's accomplishments. It was also pointed out 
that Thaurong's oresence vould antagonize the Venocrats anc possibly aid 
the rebirth of the Gonstitutional Frant and Sahacheep Parties, which al- 
ready nold svats in Parliament. Kach even opsosed Thaaron;s for personal 
reasons, Stabing that ne had disliked nim for a long period. After hearins 
these arguments. Phibul dropoed the icea of apvointing Thamrong to a Cabinet 
post. 


4. Thanarong not only did not participate in the 26 February 1949 coup attenpt, 
but he had nob been advised that a coup was plannad. It is not expected that 


Thanrons, will be iuvited to take part in any future coup atienot.*

BIE consent , Snoulea Thaarons ever becone a member of the Governnent, his 
presence should not be construed to mean that he ia a representative of 
either the Pridi or Navy scligve. There is a possioility thet Thacncons 
returnad to Thuilana because he had no future outside of Thailand or with 
the PridieNavy clicue. if Thamrong can escape a srison sentonce and even~ 
tually secure a Government post, his lot would seem much brichter. An inter~ 
asting factor in this resort is the split aligning Phibul-Phin arainst 
Khemchat-Kach. Thanroryz’s fubure activities may well be an indication as to 
which side is the stro 
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
